AT HOSPITAL IS 
PLAN OF FIREMEN 


Fully Endowed Clinic Is 
Also Suggested At 
Quarterly Meet­ 
ing Here. 


A maternity ward or a fully en­ 
dowed clinic at the Annie M. W arner 
Hospital here, to which all firemen in 
the county would be admitted and 
cared for without cost to themselves, is 
in prospect as a result of action taken 
by the Adams County Firemen’* As­ 
sociation at a regular quarterly meet­ 
in g held at the court house here, 
Monday evening. 
James B. Aumen, Gettysburg, presi­ 
dent of the county association^ and 
first vice president of the State Fire­ 
men's Association, presented the two 
projects, which met \vi4h instant fa­ 
vor in the gathering of more than 
200 county firemen. 
After the proj­ 
ects had been presented and discus­ 
sion held, President Aumen was in­ 
structed to appoint a committee of 
seventeen, one from each fire com­ 
pany in the county organization, to 
present the propositions to the hos­ 
pital directors and report at the next 
quarterly meeting.
